Charles E. Thompson, the 38-year- 
old driver of the tanker, said he over- 
corrected after a wheel slipped off the 
side of the road, causing the tanker to 
roll over on its side, according to 
Millett. Thompson was taken to 
American Fork Hospital and treated 
for minor lacerations, he said. 

Employees from Basin Western, the 
company that owns the tanker, cau- 
tiously worked to empty the butane 
container. However, they could only 
empty from 40 to 60 percent of the 
contents while the tanker was still on 
its side, Fernstedt said. 

Authorities were concerned that any 
movement of the tank could cause a 
leak. If the container had failed and a 
leak occurred, a large butane cloud 
could have been released. Because 
butane is more flammable than gaso- 
line, even static from a nylon jacket 
would have been enough to ignite a 
devastating fireball, Millett said.

In addition, Muslim extremists 
opposed to the accord have attempted 
three(suicide attacks in the past 
month|, including one on Monday that 
wounded 30 Israelis. 

The |date of the Cairo meeting was 
laden\with historical significance. 
Twenty years ago, Egypt and Syria 


launched a surprise attack on Israel 


that lay the groundwork for the 1979 
peace treaty between Israel and 
Egypt. 

But Oct. 6 is also another anniver- 
sary that helps explain how difficult 
Arab-Israeli peacemaking can be. On 
that date in 1981, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat was killed by Islamic 
radicals. 

Apparently there were some pleas- 
antries at the Cairo meeting. “We are 
cousins,” Arafat remarked twice to 
Rabin, Israel television reported. 

Rabin said the talks centered on 
“how to get the wagons moving” on 
an Israeli army pullout and self-rule 
for Palestinians in the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank town of Jericho.

Mokhova says Yeltsin initiated the raid on the 
Russian parliament to divert the nation’s attention 
from its true problems — unemployment, poverty 
and inflation. 

“How can a normal man decide to kill innocent 
people only to solve his own problem?” he asked. 
“Could you imagine Clinton doing the same thing 
— I mean violently raiding the capital?” 

Mokhova says that fierce inflation, which is nearly 
20 percent a month, and an overturned economic 
system led Muscovites to resort to desperate means 
to feed themselves. 

Mokhova was formerly a physicist, but since the 
demise of the Soviet Union, he has found himself 
possessing skills which are simply not in demand in 
today’s Russia. 

With the ushering in of Western culture to Russia 
two years ago, Mokhova became attracted to the 
message of proselyting LDS missionaries. 

His daughter Natasha, who is now an.exchange 
student at a high school in Blackfoot, Idaho, was 


one of the first people to be baptized into the LDS 
Church. 

Now Mokhova is in charge of eight of the 16 
branches of the Church in Moscow. 

He says the political unrest actually should have a 
positive effect on the growth of the Church in the 
troubled area. 

“The day I decided to join the Church was the day 
of the attempted coup on Gorbachey,” he said. 
“Those who are currently deciding whether or not to 
join the Church will likely be baptized now because 
events of tragedy, like those of today, cause people 
to want to change their lives.

Clinton hesitant to pull 
troops out of Somalia.

WASHINGTON — Rejecting calls 
for swift withdrawal of American 
troops from Somalia, President 
Clinton said Wednesday, “We are 
anxious to conclude our role there 
honorably” but not at the risk of a 
return to famine and chaos. 

“Tt is essential that we conclude our 
mission in Somalia but that we do it 
with firmness and steadiness of pur- 
pose,” Clinton said. 

The president held intense talks 
with foreign policy advisers to review 
his options, spurred by congressional 
pressure and public horror over slain 
Americans being dragged through the 
streets of Mogadishu by supporters of 
warlord Mohamed Farrah Aidid. 

Clinton underscored his determina- 
tion not just to prevent mass starva- 
tion, the original purpose for sending 
troops to Somalia last December, but 
also to establish security in what 
recently was a thoroughly lawless 
land. 

Inflamed by the deaths Sunday of 
12 Americans and the capture of at 
least one U.S. pilot, Congress was 
torn over which direction to take. 

Senate leaders put off consideration 
of a defense spending bill to spare the 
administration possible embarrass- 
ment from amendments demanding a 
pullout. Clinton said he would meet 
with congressional leaders Thursday 
and then announce his course. 

“It is not time for panic,” Senate 
Minority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., 
said. 

In a Senate speech, Dole reminded 
colleagues of a resolution passed two 
weeks ago asking Clinton to state a 
clear policy on Somalia by Oct. 15 
and calling for a congressional vote 
on the deployment of troops by Nov. 
LD: 


In a stinging rebuff to the adminis= 
tration, House Minority Leader Bob 
Michel, R-Ill., and 64. GOP col- 
leagues sent Clinton a letter branding 
his Somalia policy a failure. 
“America’s international standing 
must not be jeopardized by an indeci- 
sive and naive approach to foreign 
policy,” it said. 

Moreover, the letter asked Clinton 
how he intended to secure the free- 
dom of any Americans held in 
Somalia and requested that he state 
“your intention to expeditiously with- 
draw our forces in a safe and orderly 
manner.” 

Clinton met twice Wednesday with 
senior national security aides, includ- 
ing Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher, Defense Secretary Les 
Aspin and Marine Gen. Joseph P. 
Hoar, the commander for the region. 

He recalled that U.S. troops were 
sent to Somalia after 350,000 people 
had died amid anarchy, famine and 
disease. 

“We are anxious to conclude our 
role there honorably but we do not 
want to see a reversion to the absolute 
chaos and the terrible misery which 
existed before,” the president said. 

Rep. Pat Schroeder of Colorado was 
among Democrats pressing Clinton to 
announce a clear-cut policy for with- 
drawing. “The question is how and 
what time frames and what are your 
measurements and what are your 
goals,” she said. 

Schroeder said she agreed with Sen. 
Robert Byrd, the Senate 
Appropriations Committee chairman 
who’s prodding Clinton to set a with- 
drawal date. “If they (the administra- 
tion) don’t have anything to put in the 
blanks (on a date) we will. And so-I 
think they’ve got that message,” she 
said.

Yeltsin seeks new elections in provinces 


MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin followed his bloody victory over hard- 
line lawmakers with a demand Wednesday that opponents in the provinces 
resign, and he yanked the ceremonial guard from Lenin’s Tomb — a symbolic 
but potent blow against Communist holdovers. 

In a stern, commanding voice, Yeltsin said on national television that elec- 
tions should be held in December for every legislative body in the country — 
not just for a new national parliament as he previously decreed, but for new 
regional and local councils as well. 

Yeltsin pressed the councils to disband voluntarily and agree to new elections 
on Dec. 12. 

His aim clearly was to use the momentum of Monday’s climactic battle with 
hard-liners from the dissolved parliament to sweep his opponents out of office 
in Cities and regions from Karelia in the west to Kamchatka in the Far East. 

The rifle-toting guards who kept a stone-faced vigil at Lenin’s Tomb on Red 
Square were unceremoniously withdrawn. 

They did not even march away in their customary goose step. They simply 
waved their white-gloved hands at tourists and walked away. 


Former fugitive sentenced to prison 


BOSTON — Former anti-war radical Katherine Power, who came out of hid- 
ing to confront her past, was sentenced to eight to 12 years in prison 
Wednesday for a 1970 bank robbery that left a police officer dead. 

“To say that I am sorry for his death seems so utterly, utterly inadequate,” 
Power wrote in a letter to Suffolk Superior Court Judge Robert Banks. 

Standing in a packed courtroom, she said she “will continue to live my life 
from this day forward as a responsible citizen abiding by the law.” 

“T can think of no greater crime than the one committed by you and your 
accomplices,” the judge said. 

Power, 44, who was once on the FBI’s “Most Wanted List,” surrendered last 
month after remaining a fugitive for 23 years. She pleaded guilty to manslaugh- 
ter and bank robbery. 


Chevy Chase show sick but not dead 


LOS ANGELES — “The Chevy Chase Show,” marks its first month 
Thursday in intensive care, with Fox Broadcasting Co. struggling to save the 
comedian’s late-night career after a savage mauling by critics and a ratings 
pratfall. 

An emergency team of new writers, consultants and highly motivated Fox 
executives is revamping the program that even Fox Broadcasting Chairman 
Lucie Salhany admits is showing only faint signs of life. 

“The shows weren’t good. He was very nervous. It was uncomfortable and 
embarrassing to watch it,” she said. Yet despite viewer defections and scathing 
reviews, Salhany insists the network is standing by Chase. 

He is becoming more comfortable in the host’s seat, she said, and the network 
is moving quickly to fix what’s broken, ee the unfunny writing and 
Chase’s lackluster interviews. 

Chase declined to be interviewed. 


Company sues SLC over contract violation 


SALT LAKE CITY — D&H Steel Supply Inc. filed a 350,000 lawsuit 
Tuesday against the Salt Lake City Municipal Building Authority, claiming the 
city violated a contract the firm had to build the Franklin Quest Baseball 
Stadium. 

The company says it submitted a low bid of $1.7 million for steel fabrication 
and erection to have been completed in 155 days. 

According to the complaint, the city accepted the bid and told D&H to order 
steel for the project. 

Five days later, the city told D&H to accelerate the work schedule by 33 per- 
cent, the suit said. After a week, D&H gave the city a revised schedule and a 
revised bid. 

The city was unhappy with the new price and began negotiating with other 
steel contractors “with the intention of attempting to force D&H to further 
accelerate its schedule, and to not charge (the city) for the added cost of such 
acceleration,” the suit alleged. 

When D&H refused to work faster without a cost increase, the city on July 7 
attempted to rescind the contract, refusing to pay the company for completed 
work and materials already ordered.

new federal budget, tax bill

Two senators, a Republican and a Democrat, will present 
a bill to Congress by the end of the year with a plan to bal- 
ance the federal budget in 10 years and make extreme 
changes in the federal tax system. 

Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga., and Sen. Pete V. Domenici, R- 
N.M., head a bipartisan commission including politicians, 
corporate CEOs and scholars. The commission will recom- 
mend a plan to balance the federal budget by the year 2002 
through a series of spending reductions, caps on entitle- 
ment spending other than Social Security and tax increases 
totaling $2 trillion. 

Nunn told the Washington Post last year, “We’re all in 
the same hole together, and we’re going to have to dig out 
of it together.” 

The plan calls for $2.75 in spending cuts for every $1 of 
tax increases. Defense and foreign spending would take 
deeper cuts than are now projected. Spending for domestic 
programs would increase to $255 billion by 2002.

People at the gatekeeper level get 
frustrated with telling adults that they 
are not in line with the Honor Code, 
Kallunki said. A major frustration is 
length of shorts. 

Guidelines from the handbook 
include “approach the student and 
inform of the violation...Be friendly, 
warm, and genuine...do not demean or 
embarrass...do not argue...” 

The handbook explains to the staff 
and administrative employees, “your 
contribution is threefold in that you 
serve as role models, mentors, and 
gatekeepers.” 

A majority of people’s problems 
with the Honor Code stem from igno- 
rance or lack of attention, Kallunki 
said. 

“Students sometimes sign the Honor 
Code not fully comprehending what it 
is they are signing, or what kind of a 
commitment they are making,” said 
Nancy Carson of Guest Services and 
Administration. 

Education of the Honor Code has to 
continue with the turnover at BYU, 
new students and returning missionar- 
ies, Kallunki said. i 

The Honor Code requires an internal 
commitment with an on-going educa- 
tion process, he said.

BYU receives original 
Korean Book of Mormon

Elder Han In Sang, a member of the 
Second Quorum of the Seventy of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, presented one of the origi- 
nal copies of the Korean Book of 
Mormon to the BYU Religion 
Department on Tuesday. 

Elder Han translated the Book of 
Mormon into Korean while serving a 
full-time mission in Korea in the mid- 
1960s. 

“When I was a missionary, I got 
sick with hepatitis and translated 
while I was sick,” Elder Han said. 
“Until the completion of the transla- 
tion, I was always sick.” 

Being sick kept him humble and 
dependent on the Lord while translat- 
ing, Elder Han said. 


The copy of the Korean Book of 
Mormon was donated by Spencer J. 
Palmer, professor emeritus of religion 
and Elder Han’s former mission presi- 
dent. The copy was one of the first 10 
copies published in 1967. 

The fact that the book is an original 
first edition and that Elder Han and 
Brother Palmer presented it made the 
occasion very special, said Donald Q. 
Cannon, associate dean of Religious 
Education. 

Translating the Book of Mormon 
into Korean did not come without dif- 
ficulties, Elder Han said. 

Linguistics and cultural differences 
made translating into Korean espe- 
cially challenging, Palmer said. 

“Koreans try to say less and mean 
more,” Elder Han said. 

The Korean edition will be added to 
the Book of Mormon collection in the 
Joseph Smith Memorial Building.

Though the limitations on expression that one 
finds elsewhere may take on a different 
dimension than they do at BYU, they are just 
as real. Let me cite two examples. 

Prior to World War II, a certain land grant 
university employed an economist who was 


. fond of the idea that margarine, which had 


been recently invented, was a worthwhile sub- 
stitute for butter. This was not an idea which 
was popular with farmers. and this professor 
came under pressure from the university not to 
espouse this view. As a result of this pressure, 
he left the state university and moved to the 
University of Chicago, where some years later 
he was awarded the Nobel Prize for 
Economics. More recently, a young professor 
had an appointment in the economics depart- 
ment at a well-known private university. He 
had performed well in his teaching assign- 
ments and was building an impressive list of 
publications. One of his papers, published in a 
highly prestigious journal, made the argument 
that in the pursuit of the optimal deterrence of 
crime, wealthy criminals should receive lesser 
prison sentences for equal crimes than should 
poorer criminals. In an ensuing discussion, 
this professor was informed by an angry 
department chair that the work in this paper 
was immoral. His contract with that university 
was not renewed. He now teaches at the 
University of Pennsylvania where he is one of 
the most productive scholars of his generation. 

In each case, someone at a university decid- 
ed that the discussion of certain ideas was not 
appropriate, and those ideas, with their advo- 
cates, moved on to be expressed at other insti- 
tutions. It certainly may be argued that each 


as a source of information for the student 
body. at BYU, has a responsibility to make 
sure they report the truth. I found this'to be 
extremely lacking in the above-mentioned 
“Guide.” 

There was more erroneous information con- 
tained there than I have seen in a long time. 
The main problem was the source for the 
“expert” advice received by the staff writers. 
Sure these mechanics know how to fix your 
car, but they also know how to sell you things 
which are unnecessary. Let me cite a few 
examples: 

1) A tuneup is not needed every six months 
or 6,000 miles. If you look in your owner’s 
manual you will notice it says three years or 
30,000 miles, at most some will say two years 
or 20,000 miles. 

2) There is no reason to flush your radiator 
twice a year. Once again, two years or 24,000 
is what is recommended. 

3) I*have never heard of changing your 
power steering fluid. All that needs to be done 
is check to make sure it is full. 

4) There is also no reason for the brakes to 
be checked twice a year. When you have your 
state safety inspection every year they are 
required to check the brakes. Ask them if your 
need to replace your brakes before next year. 
This way, it’s free! 

5) It is also not necessary to change your oil 
every three months, but six months or 3,000 
miles.

Jazz players agree: Jordan exits 
the game as greatest of all time

SALT LAKE CITY — News of 
basketball superstar Michael Jordan’s 
retirement brought expressions of 
both sadness and support Wednesday 
from Utah Jazz players and staff. 

And their vote was unanimous: 
Jordan leaves the NBA and Chicago 
as the best ever to have played the 
game. 

“I don’t think there’s anyone who 
doubts he’s the greatest basketball 
player of all time,” said center Mark 
Eaton, who often was victimized by 
Jordan’s spectacular drives to the bas- 
ket. 

“He has a chance to go out on top,” 
the 7-foot-4 Eaton said. “With three 
straight (NBA) championships, it will 
be a very long time before anyone 
approaches that.” 

Jeff Malone usually drew the unen- 


viable assignment of guarding Jordan 
when the Bulls played the Jazz. 

“T’d have to vote him the best ever,” 
he said. “Bird, Magic, all those guys 
were great. But the way Mike could 
take over a game, whooh! He has my 
vote.” 

“T have to admit it will be a lot easi- 
er for me when we play Chicago,” he 
added. 

During a news. conference 
Wednesday, Jordan said the August 
murder of his father; James, had been 
a factor — but not the determining 
one —~ in his decision to quit. 

Jordan also has been subjected to 
media scrutiny over his gambling, and 
a book about the Bulls, “The Jordan 
Rules,” portrayed him as a sometimes 
selfish player. 

Jordan denied that negative publici- 
ty had driven him from basketball, but 
made it clear he wouldn’t miss 


reporters. 

“T think that given the circumstances 
surrounding his recent family death 
and everything else that’s gone on in 
his life the past year, (Jordan’s retire- 
ment) is certainly understandable,” 
Eaton said. 

“Considering all that happened ... 
you figure he may want to relax and 
enjoy his family,” added Malone. 

Jazz coach Jerry Sloan, himself a 
former Chicago All-Star and Bulls 
coach, wished Jordan the best. 

“He certainly proved his value to 
this league. He’s done as much as 
anyone could ever have done — not 
only for Chicago, but for all of bas- 
ketball,” he said. 

“The memories I'll have now will 
be going in to Chicago and trying to 
play against him, which was always 
difficult,” Sloan said. 


BYU women’s volleyball team 
brimming with Las Vegas talent

More than 7,600 of Provo’s 34,406 
registered voters turned out to vote at 
Tuesday’s primary elections. 

The City Recorder’s Office said that 
number represents 22 percent of 
Provo’s voting population. 

“That’s 3 percent higher than the 
number of voters in the 1989 mayoral 
primaries,” said Provo City Recorder 
Marilyn Perry. 

Geo Drake of the recorder’s office 
described the turnout as moderate. 

Shari Holweg and George Stewart 
are the two of 12 mayoral candidates 
who will advance to the general elec- 
tion. 

Although Mayor Michael Hill with- 
drew from the race, his name still 
appeared on the ballot and he finished 
in fifth place with 282 votes. 

Most of the candidates have not 
chosen to comment on Hill’s 
acknowledgment of his “indiscretion” 
earlier this year. 

Holweg said voter turnout for the 
general election will be based on dif- 
ferent issues than the primaries were. 

“In the general election, turnout will 
be based on controversy and issues,” 
she said. 

Referring to the issues facing Provo, 
Holweg said, “It’s amazing how 


Salt Lake 
considers 


gang policy 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Salt 
Lake County Commission has adopt- 
ed in principle a sweeping gang-fight- 
ing plan with a long list of new strate- 
gies. 

If the plan’s recommendations are 
adopted, commissioners said, Salt 
Lake County would have one of the 
most effective anti-gang policy arse- 
nals in the nation. 

The document was presented to the 

yunty’s 12 mayors during a Council 
ot Governments meeting and is 
expected to be discussed at a 

tatewide gang conference. next week. 


The county’s gang-suppression rec-’ 


ommendations include: 

—Leasing county land adjacent to 
the 3rd District Juvenile Court for a 
temporary structure that would house 
15 to 25 less serious offenders in a 
work camp setting, freeing up that 
many beds in the detention facility for 
more serious offenders. 

—Using paraprofessionals, interns 
and volunteers to handle some of the 
increasing workload, which would 
free up professional juvenile justice 
workers to speed up the processing of 
offenders. 

—Providing funding for 40 more 
probation officers, one additional 
judge and construction of additional 
detention facilities for more than 100 
offenders. 

—Referring 16- and 17-year-olds 
charged with first-degree felonies to 
the adult court system. 

—Retaining court records of violent 
youth offenders rather than expunging 
them automatically. 

—Enacting legislation allowing the 
local government to treat gangs as 
“unincorporated associations,” which 
would permit lawsuits against the 
entire gang for recovery of damages. 

—Allocating additional funds for 
rehabilitation programs. 

—Seeking legislation allowing the 
county to enact stricter gun-control 
laws as applied to juveniles.

much people are not aware of.” 

She said some of the issues will be 
to face Provo’s economic challenges 
and to deliver a plan which will main- 
tain the public services currently pro- 
vided for Provo citizens. 

Holweg said her experience on the 
council has shown her how to “get 
Provo on good solid ground financial- 
ly.” 

Referring to Stewart, Holweg said, 
“T don’t know how someone totally 
unfamiliar with Provo’s political 
process can hit the ground running.” 

Stewart responded, “I’m not running 
as a politician, I’m running as a citi- 
zen. 

“I have the support of the citizens 
and as far as qualifications, I’ve spent 
28 years preparing for this job,” he 
said. 

Stewart said his business experience 
and charitable and community service 
give him the background he needs to 
“hit the ground running.” 

“To say I’m unqualified is an insult 
to the more than 2,700. voters who 
supported me,” Stewart said. 

“George (Stewart) has no record and 
has been paying for votes,” Holweg 
said. 

“From this point forward, he’s 
(Stewart) going to have to earn every 
vote because people in Provo aren’t 
impressed by high-profile, high- 


financed campaigns.” 

Stewart responded, “The votes we 
received came because of the work 
we did.” 

Stewart funded his campaign him- 
self with the help of two personal 
friends who “don’t have an interest in 
Provo’s government.” 

Stewart said he has not accepted 
donations from people with an inter- 
est in the city’s government because 
he wanted to avoid any possible per- 
ceptions donors may have about 
obligating him after the election. 

“When you take money, it establish- 
es almost an obligation,” Stewart said. 

In other primary news, city council 
candidate Karl J. Thalman received 
44 percent of the votes. 

“That’s what 50 years of treating 
people right will get you,” said Keith 
Sperry, a friend of Thalman. 

Thalman said some of the important 
issues facing Provo are gangs, the 
golf course, hotels and the city bud- 
get. 

BYU student and mayoral candidate 
Stephen Jenkins received only 35 
votes and said he was disappointed in 
the number of BYU students who 
turned out to vote. 

“T hope more turn out when I run for 
student body president,” he said. 

Jenkins said he does not regret his 
experience while running for mayor.
